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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art did not disclose or suggest a method of treating soil comprising mixing with 
the soil a composition comprising a complexing agent or agents selected from the group of critic 
acid, lignosulfonates, fiilvic acid, ulmic acid, humic acid, polyhydroxy organic acid, BDTA, 
EDDA, EDDHA, HEDTA, CDTA, DTP A, and NTA in combination with a assimilable carbon 
skeleton energy component, a macronutrient component, a micronutrient component, and a 
vitamin/cofactor component. 

Or, The prior art did not disclose or suggest a method of treating soil comprising mixing 
with the soil a composition comprising trivalent and pentavalent nitrogen with an assimilable 
carbon skeleton energy component, a micronutrient component, a vitamin/cofactor component, 
and a complexing agent.
